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During  KPFA's  recent  time  off  the  air,  while  extensive  repairs  were  being  made  to  the 
station's  antenna,  we  received  a  number  of  fascinating  communications  from  listeners. 
One  listener  asked,  "How  am  I  going  to  get  along  without  KPFA?"  This  had  us  worried 
for  a  moment  until  further  conversation  revealed  that  his  chances  for  survival  were 
excellent— so  long  as  he  had  definite  assurance  that  KPFA  would  return  to  the  air.  Other 
listeners  called  up  in  considerable  consternation  over  their  FM  sets.  It  seems  they  could 
hear  every  station  except  the  one  they  particularly  wanted  to  listen  to— KPFA.  When 
asked  if  they  had  received  the  postcard  sent  to  all  subscribers  notifying  them  of  the 
repair  job,  there  would  be  a  lengthy  pause  and  then  the  reply,  "I  just  haven't  gotten 
around  to  subscribing."  A  number  of  these  callers  subscribed  on  the  spot;  in  fact, 
business  was  rather  good  for  a  brief  while! 

Apparently,  KPFA's  temporary  silence  served  to  emphasize  a  point  which  we  have 
been  making  in  recent  air  announcements:  namely,  that  radio  stations  can  and  do  go  off 
the  air  for  lack  of  support.  In  this  experiment  in  listener-sponsorship,  support  means 
one  particular  thing— subscriptions.  Once,  in  the  early  days  of  its  operation,  KPFA  was 
forced  to  leave  the  air  because  it  did  not  have  a  sufficient  number  of  subscribers.  At  that 
point  subscription  activity  took  a  sharp  upturn  because  listeners  were  determined  that 
the  station  should  return  to  the  air  and  resume  its  broadcasts.  It  seems  somewhat  para- 
doxical that  the  relation  between  a  subscription  and  the  continuance  of  a  program 
schedule  should  be  brought  out  by  the  absence  of  programs,  but  this  is  the  way  it  seems 
to  work  out  on  occasion.  There  is  little  doubt  as  to  the  feasibility  of  listener-sponsored 
radio  through  voluntary  subscriptions.  Frequently,  however,  the  act  of  subscribing  does 
not  seem  as  imperative  when  one  can  hear  the  programs  for  the  simple  twisting  of  a  dial. 

At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  Folio  article  the  antenna  repair  has  just  begun. 
Also,  we  have  just  begun  to  receive  listener  contributions  in  excess  of  a  subscription  to 
assist  in  paying  for  the  repair  job.  We  are  deeply  appreciative  of  such  assistance. 
Further,  we  feel  that  the  enthusiasm  manifest  among  KPFA's  present  subscribers  is 
"catching."  In  short,  that  it  is  communicable  to  other  listeners,  and  that  they  too  will 
add  their  support  as  subscribers  to  this  radio  experiment.
